- and wherein the product is not subsequently equilibrated 

Applicant had been advised that claim 14 and many of the claims dependent 
therefrom were still regarded as being anticipated by Herzig et al. because the 
organopolysiloxanes (4) were described in sufficiently broad terms so as to embrace 
those siloxane polymers that contained both organo substituents and hydrogen atom 
substituents. Applicant proposed that the claims be amended in the manner outlined 
above as a means of overcoming the prior art because Herzig requires that the polymer 
previously equated with the antimisting additive of the present claims is formed by 
equilibrating a product obtained from starting materials corresponding to (1) and (2) with 
an organohydrogensiloxane comprising internal Si-H groups. This product is 
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unquestionably different from the product that is realized were no equilibration reaction 
to have followed. Accordingly, the rejections over Herzig et al. are hereby withdrawn. 

All matters or record are suitably resolved with this amendment. An updated 
survey of the prior art did not yield a reference more germane than those already cited. 
Accordingly, claims 14-31 are allowable.
